The proposal, originally put for­ 
w ard by the British, has been nei­ 
ther accepted nor rejected by the 
United States, reliable informants 
said. 
While the subject is not being

forms 
an important background 
for the talks. 
Checkup On Mac Arthur 
Authoritative sources said the 
British plan was put forward sev­ 
eral weeks ago but 
withdrawn 
yesterday. Pressure exerted by the 
dominions, particularly Australia, 
forced the British cabinet to with­ 
d r a w its support of the measure.

The white collar strike that has 
slowed down Westinghouse recon- j 
j version is not in any way spec- j 
tacular. Only 10,466 salaried men j 
and women have 
walked 
out, j 
while 5,394 did not. For the most 
part, everything is courteous and 
gentlemanly. There has 
been 
a 
little “jostling” 
of 
non-strikers 
and a few public recrimonations. 
But picketing has been 
mostly 
peaceful. 
The CIO shop union is critical 
of the strike, and ut the end of 
the first week 21,132 CIO mem­ 
bers were idle only because even a 
factory cannot keep running with­ 
out men and women in the office. 
Nevertheless, many here believe 
that in its way this strike is as 
significant as was the first sit- 
down strike. Because all over the 
country the white collar worker, 
by general concession the forgot­ 
ten man of the
